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MR. CARNEGIE'S LETTER TO THE TRUSTEES 



December 14, 1910. 

Gentlemen: I hav transferd to you as Trustees of the Carnegie Peace 
Fund, Ten Million Dollars of Five Per Cent. First Mortgage Bonds, the revenue 
of which is to be administerd by you to hasten the abolition of international war, 
the foulest blot upon our civilization. Altho we no longer eat our fellowmen 
nor torture prisoners, nor sack cities killing their inhabitants, we still kill each 
other in war like barbarians. Only wild beasts are excusable for doing that in 
this, the Twentieth Century of the Christian era, for the crime of war is in- 
herent, since it decides not in favor of the right, but always of the strong. The 
nation is criminal which refuses arbitration and drives its adversary to a tribunal 
which knows nothing of righteous judgment. 

I believ that the shortest and easiest path to peace lies in adopting President 
Taft's platform, who said in his address before the Peace and Arbitration So- 
ciety, New York, March 22, 1910: 

''I hav noticed exceptions in our arbitration treaties, as to reference of 
questions of national honor to courts of arbitration. Personally I do not see 
any more reason why matters of national honor should not be referd to a court 
of arbitration than matters of property or of national proprietorship. I know 
that is going farther than most men are willing to go, but I do not see why 
questions of honor may not be submitted to a tribunal composed of men of 
honor who understand questions of national honor, to abide by their decision, 
as well as any other questions of difference arising between nations." 

I venture to quote from my address as President of the Peace Congress 
in New York, 1907: 

''Honor is the most dishonord word in our language. No man ever touched 
another man's honor; no nation ever dishonord another nation; all honor's 
wounds are self-inflicted." 

At the opening of the International Bureau of American Republics at 
Washington, April 26, 1910, President Taft said: 
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'^Ve twenty-one repablics can not afford to hav any two or any three of ns 
qnarreL We most stop this, and Mr. Cam^e and I will not be satisfied nntil 
all nineteen of us can intervene by proper mesures to suppress a quarrel between 
any other two." 

I hope the Trustees will b^;in by pressing forward tqx>n this line, testing 
ii tfaoroly and douting not 

The judge who presides over a cause in which he is interested dies in 
infamy if discovered. The citizen who constitutes himself a judge in his own 
cause as against his fellow-citizen, and prestmies to attack him, is a law>breaker 
and as such disgraced. So should a nation be held as disgraced which insists 
upon sitting in judgment in its own cause in case of an international dispute. 

I call your attention to the following resolution introduced by the Com- 
mittee of Foreign Relations in the first Session, Fiftieth Qjngress, June 14, 
1888: 

Resolved by the Senate (the House of Representatives concurring), that 
the President be, and is hereby, requested to invite, from time to time, as fit 
occasions may arise, negotiations with any government with which the United 
States has or may have diplomatic relations, to the end that any differences or 
disputes arising between die two governments which can not be adjusted by 
diplomatic agency may be referred to arbitration and be peaceably adjusted by 
sttch means [resolution not reached on calendar during session, but reintroduced 
and passed : Senate, February 14, 1890 ; House, April 3, 1890] . 

This resolution was presented to the British Parliament, which adopted a 
resolution, approving the action of the Congress of the United States and ex- 
pressing the hope that Her Majesty's Government would lend their ready co- 
operation to the Government of the United States for the accomplishment of 
the object in view [Resolution of the House of Commons, July 16, 1893, Foreign 
Relations, 1893, 346, 352]. 

Here we find an expression of the spirit which resulted in the first inter- 
national Hague Conference of 1899 ; the second Hague Conference of 1907 ; and 
eighty treaties of obligatory arbitration between the great nations of the world, 
our own country being a party to twenty-three of them. 

It was my privilege to introduce to President Oeveland in 1887 a Com- 
mittee of Members of the Parliament of Britain, bedded by Sir William Randal 
Cremer, in response to the action of Congress, proposing a treaty agreeing to 
settle all disputes that mite arise between America and Great Britain by arbi- 
tration. Such a treaty was concluded between Lord P^uncefote and Secr^aiy 
Olney in 1897. It faild of approval by the necessary two-thirds majority of the 
Senate by only three votes. 

There is reason to believ that the British Government has been desirous of 
having that treaty ratified by our Government or redy to agree to another of 
similar character, so that President Taft's policy seems within easy reach of 
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success. If the English-speaking race adopts such a treaty we shall not hav to 
wait long for other nations to join, and it will be noticed that the resolution of 
Congress in 1890 embraces "any government with which the United States has 
or may hav diplomatic relations." 

If the independence and rights of nations to their respectiv internal policies 
were first formally recognized in such treaties, no dispute concerning these ele- 
ments of sovereignty could arise. 

In order to giv effect to this gift, it will be suitable that the Trustees herein 
named shall form a corporation with lawful powers appropriate to the accom- 
plishment of the purposes herein exprest and I authorize the conveyance of the 
fund to such a corporation. 

The Trustees hav power to sell, invest, or re-invest all funds, either in the 
United States or in other countries, subject as respects investments in the United 
States to no more restriction than is imposed upon savings banks or insurance 
companies in the State of New York. 

No personal liability will attach to Trustees for their action or nonaction 
as Trustees. They may act as a Board. They hav power to fill vacancies or 
to add to their number and to employ all ofiicials and to fix their compensation 
whether members of the Board or not. Trustees shall be reimburst all ex- 
penses incurd in connection with their duties as Trustees, including traveling 
expenses attending meetings, including expenses of wife or dauter to each annual 
meeting. A majority of the Trustees may act for the whole. The President 
shall be granted such honoraria as the Trustees think proper and as he can be 
prevaild upon to accept. 

Lines of future action can not be wisely laid aowii. Many may hav to be 
tried, and having full confidence in my Trustees I leav to them the widest dis- 
cretion as to the mesures and policy they shall from time to time adopt, only 
premising that the one end they shall keep unceasingly in view until it is attaind, 
is the speedy abolition of international war between so-cald civilized nations. 

When civilized nations enter into such treaties as named, and war is dis- 
carded as disgraceful to civilized men, as personal war (duelling) and man 
selling and buying (slavery) hav been discarded within the wide boundaries of 
our English-speaking race, the Trustees will pleas then consider what is the 
next most degrading remaining evil or evils whose banishment — or what new 
elevating element or elements if introduced or fosterd, or both combined — 
would most advance the progress, elevation and happiness of man, and so on 
from century to century without end, my Trustees of each age shall detennin 
how they can best aid man in his upward march to higher and higher stages 
of development unceasingly; for now we know that man was created, not with 
an instinct for his own degradation, but imbued with the desire and the power 
for improvement to which, perchance, there may be no limit short of perfec- 
tion even here in this life upon erth. 
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Let my Trustees therefore ask themselvs from time to time, from age to 
age, how they can best help man in his glorious ascent onward and upward and 
to this end devote this fund.

RESOLUTIONS OF ACCEPTANCE 

* Resolved, That the Trust Fund, for the promotion of peace, specified in 
the instrument subscribed to and delivered this day by Mr. Andrew Cam^e, 
be and it is hereby accepted for the purposes prescribed by the donor. 

Resolved, That in undertaking to hold and use, in trust, this munificent 
gift for the benefit of mankind, the Trustees are moved by a deep sense of the 
sincere and noble spirit of humanity which inspires the donor of the Fund. 
They feel that all thoughtful men and women should be grateful to him, and 
should be glad to aid, so far as lies within their power, towards the accomplish- 
ment of the much-to-be-desired end upon which he has fixed his hopes, and to 
which he desires to contribute. They are not unmindful of the delicacy and 
difficulty involved in dealing with so great a sum, for such a purpose, wisely 
and not mischievously, and in ways which shall be practical and effective. They 
accept the Trust in the belief that, although, doubtless, many mistakes may be 
made, great and permanent good can be accomplished. 



PROPOSED CHARTER APPROVED IN THE BY-LAWS OF THE ASSOCIATION^ 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That the following persons, namely, 
Robert S. Brookings, Thomas Burke, Nicholas Murray Butler, John L. Cad- 
walader, Joseph H. Qioate, Cleveland H. Dodge, Charles W. Eliot, Robert A. 
Franks, Arthur William Foster, John W. Foster, Austen G. Fox, William M. 
Howard, Samuel Mather, Andrew J. Montague, George W. Perkins, Henry 
S. Pritchett, Elihu Root, Jacob G. Schmidlapp, James Brown Scott, James L. 
Slayden, Albert K. SmUey, Oscar S. Straus, Charles L. Taylor, Charlemagne 
Tower, Andrew D. White, John Sharp Williams, Robert S. Woodward, Luke 
£. Wright, their associates and successors, duly chosen, are hereby incorporated 
and declared to be a body corporate of the District of Columbia by the name of 
the "Carnegie Endowment for International Peace," and by such name shall be 
known and have perpettial succession, with the powers, limitations, and restric- 
tions herein contained. 

Section 2. That the objects of the corporation shall be to advance the cause 
of peace among nations, to hasten the abolition of international war, and to 
encourage and promote a peaceful settlement of international differences, and, 
in particular — 

(a) To promote a thorough and scientific investigation and study of tlie 
causes of war and of the practical methods to prevent and avoid it 

(b) To aid in the development of international law, and a general agreement 
on the rules thereof, and the acceptance of the same among nations. 

(c) To diffuse information, and to educate public opinion regarding the 
causes, nature, and effects of war, and means for its prevention and avoidance. 

(d) To establish a better tmderstanding of international rights and duties 
and a more perfect sense of international justice among the inhabitants of civilized 
countries. 

(e) To cultivate friendly feelings between the inhabitants of different coun- 
tries, and to increase the knowledge and understanding of each other by the 
several nations. 

(f) To promote a general acceptance of peacable methods in the settle- 
ment of international disputes. 

(g) To maintain, promote, and assist such establishments, oi^;anizati(ms, 
associations, and agencies as shall be deemed necessary or useful in the accom- 
plishment of the purposes of the corporation, or any of them.

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deal with and expend the income of the corporation in such manner as in the 
judgment of the trustees will best promote the objects hereinbefore set forth; 
and» in general, to have and use all the powers and authority necessary and 
proper to promote such objects and carry out the purposes of the corporation. 
The trustees shall have power to hold as investments any securities g^ven, 
assigned, or transferred to them or to the corporation by any person, persons, or 
corporation, and to retain such investments, and to invest any stuns or amounts 
from time to time in such securities and in such form and manner as may be 
permitted to trustees or to charitable or literary corporations for investment 
according to the laws of the States of New York, Pennsylvania, or Massachu- 
setts, or any of them, or in such securities as may be authorized for investment 
by any deed of trust, or by any act or deed of gift or last will and testament. 

Section 6. That all personal property and f tmds of the corporation held, or 
used, for the purposes thereof, pursuant to the provisions of this Act, whether 
of principal or income, shall, so long as the same shall be so used, be exempt 
from taxation by the United States or any Territory or District thereof: Pro- 
vided, That such exemption shall not apply to any property, principal or income, 
which shall not be held or used for the purposes of the corporation. 

Section 7. That the services of the trustees, when acting as such, shall be 
gratuitous, but the corporation may provide for the reasonable expenses in- 
curred by the trustees in attending meetings or otherwise in the performance of 
their duties. 

Section 8. That Congress may from time to time alter, repeal, or modify 
this Act of incorporation, but no contract or individual right made or acquired 
shall thereby be divested or impaired. 



BY-LAWS OF THE ASSOCIATION 



ADOPTED MARCH 0, 1011 



ARTICLE I 
The Trustees 

Section 1. Pending the incorporation of the trustees, the business of the 
Trust shall be conducted by the trustees as an unincorporated association, and 
shall be managed and contrdled by the board of trustees, which shall consist 
of twenty-eight members, who shall hold o£5ce continuously and not for a 
stated term. 

The name of the association shall be ''Carnegie Endowment for Interna- 
tional Peace." 

Section 2. Vacancies in the board of trustees shall be filled by the trustees, 
by ballot, by a vote of two-thirds of the trustees present at a meeting. No person 
shall be elected, however, who shall not have been nominated, in writing, by 
some member of the board of trustees twenty days before an annual or special 
meeting. A list of the persons so nominated, with the names of the proposers, 
shall be mailed to each member of the board of trustees twenty days before a 
meeting, and no other nomination shall be considered except by the unanimous 
consent of the trustees present. 

Section 3. In case any trustee shall fail to attend three successive annual 
meetings of the board, he shall thereupon cease to be a trustee. 

Section 4. No trustee shall receive any compensation for his services as 
such. 

ARTICLE II 

meetings 

Section 1. The principal office of the association shall be in the City of 
Washington, in the District of Columbia. The annual meeting of the board of 
trustees shall be held on the second Thursday of December in each year.* 

Section 2. Special meetings of the board may be called by the executive 
committee at such place as the committee shall determine, by notice served per-

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sonally upon or mailed to the usual address of each trustee, twenty days prior 
to the meeting, as the names and addresses of such trustees appear upon the 
books of the association.^ 

Section 3. Special meetings shall be called by the president in the same 
manner upon the written request of seven members of the board. 

Section 4. A majority of the trustees shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 5. The order of business at the annual meeting of the board of 
trustees shall be as follows : 

1. Calling the roll. 

2. Reading of the notice of the meeting. 

3. Reading of the minutes of the last annual or special meeting. 

4. Reports of ofiicers. 

5. Reports of committees. 

6. Election of officers and trustees. 

7. Miscellaneous business. 

ARTICLE III 
officers 

Section 1. The officers of the association shall be a president and a vice- 
president, who shall be elected from the members of the board by ballot annually. 
There shall also be a secretary elected from the members of the board, who 
shall serve during the pleasure of the board, and a treasurer, who may or may 
not be a member of the board, who shall be elected by the board and serve 
during the pleasure of the board. 

ARTICLE IV 
the president 

Section I. The president shall be the presiding officer of the association 
and chairman, ex officio, of the executive committee. He shall preside at all 
meetings of the board or the executive committee, and exercise the usual duties 
of a presiding officer. He shall have general supervision of all matters of admin- 
istration and of all the affairs of the association. 

Section 2. In the absence or disability of the president, his duties shall be 
performed by the vice-president. 

ARTICLE V 

THE SECRETARY 

Section 1. The secretary shall be the chief administrative officer of the 
association and, subject to the authority of the board and the executive com-

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Section 2. An assistant treasurer may be appointed by the executive com- 
mittee to perform the duties and exercise the powers, or some part thereof, of 
the treasurer. Such assistant treasurer may be either an individual or a corpora- 
tion, who may in like manner be required to furnish a bond. 

ARTICLE VII 

THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

Section 1. There shall be an executive committee, consisting of the presi- 
dent, the secretary, and five other trustees elected by the board by ballot for a 
term of three years who shall be eligible for reelection. The members first 
elected shall determine their respective terms by lot, two to serve three years, 
two to serve two years and one a single year. A member elected to fill a vacancy 
shall serve for the remainder of the term. 

Section 2. The executive committee shall, subject to the authority of the 
board, and when the board is not in session, exercise all the powers of the board 
in the management, direction and supervision of the business and the conduct 
of the affairs of the association. It may appoint advisory committees, or agents, 
with such powers and duties as it shall approve, and shall fix salaries of officers, 
agents and employees. 

Section 3. The executive committee shall direct the manner in which the 
books and accounts of the association shall be kept, and shall cause to be ex- 
amined from time to time the accounts and vouchers of the treasurer for moneys 
received and paid out by him. Such committee shall submit a written report to 
the board at each meeting of the board, and shall submit an annual report to 
the annual meeting of the board. 

Section 4. Whenever any vacancy shall occur in the executive committee 
or in the office of secretary or treasurer, or in any other office of the associa- 
tion by death, resignation or otherwise, the vacancy shall be filled by appoint- 
ment by the executive committee until the next annual meeting of the board of 
trustees. 

Section 5. A majority of the executive committee shall constitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE VIII 
finance committee 

Section 1. The finance committee shall consist of three trustees to be elected 
by the trustees by ballot annually. 

Section 2. The finance committee shall have custody of the permanent in- 
vested funds and securities of the association and general charge of its invest- 
ments, and shall care for, invest and dispose of the same subject to the directions 
of the board of trustees and of the executive committee. It shall consider and 
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recommend to the board from time to time such measures as in its opinion will 
promote the financial interests of the association, and shall make a report at each 
annual meeting of the board. 

Pending incorporation the title to the permanent invested funds and securities 
of the association, as well as the custody thereof, shall be vested in the finance 
committee in trust for the association. 

ARTICLE IX 

TERMS OF OFFICE 

The terms of ofiice of all officers and of aU members of committees shall 
continue until their successors in each case are appointed. 

ARTICLE X 

FINANCIAL ADMINISTRATION 

Section L The fiscal year of the association shall commence on the first 
day of July in each year. 

Section 2. The executive committee, at least one month prior to the annual 
meeting in each year, shall cause the accounts of the association to be audited 
by a skilled accountant, to be appointed by the president, and shall submit to the 
annual meeting of the board of trustees a full statement of the finances and 
work of the association, and shall mail to each member of the board of trustees 
a detailed estimate of expenses and requirements for appropriation for the 
ensuing fiscal year, thirty days before the annual meeting. 

Section 3. The board of trustees at the annual meeting in each year shall 
make general appropriations for the ensuing fiscal year, and may make special 
appropriations from time to time. 

Section 4. The securities of the association and other evidences of prop- 
erty shall be deposited tmder such safeguards as the trustees or the executive 
committee shall designate; and the moneys of the association shall be deposited 
in such banks or depositories as may from time to time be designated by the 
executive committee. 

ARTICLE XI 

These by-laws may be amended at any annual or special meeting of the 
board of trustees by a majority vote of the members present, provided written 
notice of the proposed amendment shall be personally served upon, or mailed 
to the usual address of, each member of the board at least twenty days prfor to 
such meeting. 

ARTICLE XII 

The executive committee is hereby empowered to accept, on behalf of the 
association, a charter of the tenor and form reported by the Judiciary Com- 
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mittee of the House of Representatives to the House on the third day of Feb- 
ruary, 1911 [H. R. 32084, '""To incorporate the Carnegie Endowment for Inter- 
national Peace"], and laid before the trustees of this association on the ninth 
day of March, 1911, with such alterations and amendments thereto as may be 
imposed by Congress and are not, in the judgment of the executive committee, 
inconsistent with the effective prosecution of the purposes of the association. 

Upon the granting of such charter the property and business of the asso- . 
ciation shall be transferred to the corporation so formed and a meeting of the 
trustees shall be called for the purpose of regulating and directing the further 
conduct of the business by the corporation. 

AMENDMENT I 

(Adopted December 12, 1912) 

Resolved, That Article 2, Section 1, of the By-Laws of the Association be, 
and it is hereby, amended, by striking out the words "second Thursday of 
December," and inserting in lieu thereof the words "third Friday of April." 

AMENDMENT 11 

(Adopted April 18, 1913) 

Resolved, That the following sentence be added to Section 2, Article 2, of 
the By-Laws: 

A special meeting of the Board on the second Friday of November in 
each year shall be called and held in accordance with the provisions of this 
section, for the transaction of such business as the Board shall determine 
upon, including any special appropriations that may be found necessary.

Appointment of the Assistant Treasurer 

Owmg to the absence of the Treasurer for some months from a point con- 
venient to the headquarters of the Endowment at Was hi ngton^ it wis found 
advisable to appoint an Assistant Treasurer to perform the duties and exercise 
aO the powers of the Treasurer. Ptu^uant to Article \T, Section 2, of the By- 
Laws^ the Executive Committee on January 4, 1917, appointed to this position 
Mr. Andrew J. Montague, a member of the Board of Trustees and of the Execu- 
tive G>mmjttee, who has since entered xrpon the performance of his duties. 

The Committee, in compliance with Article X, Section 2, of the By-Laws, has 
caused the accounts of the Association to be audited by a skilled accountant, whose 
rq>ort will be laid before the Board. 

The Board will be called tqxm at its present meeting to fill two vacancies in 
die Executive Committee, arising because of the expiration of the terms of 
Messrs. Nicholas Murray Buder and Austen G. Fox, and to elect in r^ular 
coarse the President, Vice-President, and Finance Committee. 

At the last annual meeting of the Board, a resolution was adopted referring 
to die Executive Committee, for consideration and report, the question of chang- 
ing the name of the Endowment to read "Cam^e Endowment for International 
Justice/' The Committee has considered this question and rqx>rts that it is 
inexpedient to change the natne of the Endowment at this time.

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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 

To THE Board of Trustees of the 

Carnegie Endowment for International Peace: 

Secretarial Duties 

In his preceding annual reports, the Secretary has described the gradual 
evcdution of the headquarters office, corref^ponding in degree to the increase in 
the work, and improving in methods and efficiency as the character of this work 
has developed and the training of the clerical force increased. In his last report,* 
the Secretary took occasion to demonstrate by a summary of the work performed 
in the headquarters during the two preceding years that last year there was a 
considerable increase in the work of his office over that of the year before. He 
does not consider it necessary again to make such a demonstration this year, be- 
yond the statement that there has been no diminution in the work of the office 
during the year which has just closed. It is now the fact that the same number 
of clerks are able to handle the largely increased work of the office, and no pro- 
vision for an increase in the ntmiber of clerks is included in the estimates sub- 
mitted. 

The Secretary has maintained a general supervision over the administration 
of the affairs of the Endowment. Since the last meeting of the Trustees he has 
arranged the business for seven meetings of the Executive Qwnmittee and pre- 
pared the minutes of these meetings for the permanent records of the Endow- 
ment. He has conducted the correspondence, kept proper records and accounts 
of the Endowment's receipts and disbursements, and coimter-signed all checks 
and drafts for the payment of money. The accounts o{ the Association have 
been audited by accotmtants appointed by the President of the Endowment and 
their report, which will be submitted to the Board at its amiual meeting, will 
show the care and efficiency with which the financial end of the Endowment's 
work has been attended to. 

The Secretary has, in addition, continued to act as the Special Adviser 
to the Department of State, and as the Chairman of the Joint State and Navy 
Neutrality Board. The Endowment has continued its courtesy to the Govern- 
ment in permitting the office of the Neutrality Board to be maintained in the 
headquarters building.*

arisen in connection with the publications of the Division of Intercourse and 
Education, all of which, eight in number, are distributed gratuitously to appli- 
cants and to the several selected lists of addresses which have accumulated in the 
Secretary's office. Many of the publications of the other two divisions are sold 
at a price by reason of their technical and highly scientific character; — they are 
not publications intended to appeal to the general public, and of little or no 
service except to specialists, and their general gratuitous distribution would be 
an obvious waste of money. A number of these publications in both divisions 
are expensive to produce, and their sale will be limited because of the prices 
at which it is necessary to sell them. 

While it is not the expectation of the Committee that there will ever be a 
large market for many of these publications, it is nevertheless desirable that 
copies of them shall be placed in libraries where they can be freely consulted 
by the teachers, students, and specialists to whom they directly appeal. Ac- 
cordingly, acting upon a recommendation of the last annual report of the Sec- 
retary, the Executive Committee decided at its meeting on May 20, 1916, to 
establish a chain of depository libraries, in the United States and in foreign 
countries, to which these publications shall be sent, free of cost and in addition 
to the publications for gratuitous circulation. The Committee has in mind a 
depository system, similar to that established by the United States Government 
for its own publications. A list of depository libraries was accordingly pre- 
pared in the Secretary's office, and was approved by the Committee, subject to 
certain conditions. These conditions were that the Secretary should first com- 
municate with the librarian of each library on the list and obtain affirmative 
assurance that the books in question were desired ; that the library had the facili- 
ties for properly cataloging and shelving them, and that they would be made 
freely accessible to all inquirers. A circular letter was sent to each library on 
the list, with the request for information as to its facilities and general char- 
acter. The wisdom of this preliminary inquiry has been demonstrated by the 
results. As a rule, the librarians expressed their satisfaction at designation 
upon the depository list, and their purpose to cooperate with the Endowment 
in its plans to make all its publications easily accessible to the public A small 
number of the librarians replied either that they had not the facilities for 
properly cataloging and handling the books, or that there was not sufficient de- 
mand for them to justify an affirmative answer. In the great majority of cases, 
the librarians expressed their desire to be included in the depository list, and 
agreed to include the Endowment publications in the regular catalogs, and make 
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them freely aocessible to their readers. The results of this canvass of the 
libraries may be stated in tabular form.

In selecting the depository list, the Secretary largely relied upon the United 
States Depository List, and had the advantage of the advice of the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington, all of whose publications are in the same category 
with those of the divisions of Economics and History and International Law, 
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appealing to a limited and specialized audience. From the beginning of the 
free distritNition of its scientific publications, the Carn^e Institution has fre- 
quently revised its depository list, eliminating from time to time the names of 
such libraries as have failed to fulfill the requirements originally specified as 
the conditions upon which the free distribution would continue. Following the 
same practice, it is the purpose of the Secretary, as the list of these Endow- 
ment puUications increases, to keep in touch with its depository libraries and 
to remove from the list any libraries or institutions which are found not to 
observe the conditions upon which the original designation as a depository 
library was predicated. 

In the selection of the depository libraries, care was taken to designate one 
or more libraries in what may be called the geographical or population centers 
of the different States, with a view to locating at least one depository library 
in each such center. It is to be regretted that there were found more than one 
center where no such library was found, or from which no satisfactory response 
was received. In making its original list, the Secretary's office utilized the 
annual report of the United States Bureau of Education upon the libraries of 
the United States, and included all libraries containing 50,000 or more voltmiee. 
In a few sparsely settled sections of the country, where there were no libraries 
of this size, smaller libraries were designated in cities or towns which seemed 
to be most accessible to the surrounding neighborhood. The section of the 
country where the most difficulty was experienced in finding suitable depositories 
was that embracing the Southern States, and to a lesser degree in certain of the 
Western States. 

The Depository list contains several libraries located in the same city, due to 
the fact that there are several educational institutions in each such city, with 
laige student rolls, to whose students it is desirable that these publications shall 
be accessiUe with the least inconvenience. It has been the aim of the Secretary 
to include all of the larger educational institutions of the country in the de^ 
pository list, irrespective of the number of such institutions concentrated within 
a given locality. 

In its resolution authorizing a limited free distribution of the publications 
sold at a price, the Executive Committee fixed the number of such libraries at 
1,000; this total included not only libraries in the United States, but those in all 
other countries. No attempt has yet been niade to carry out the instructions of 
the Executive Committee with respect to any foreign libraries, because of the 
difficulties now surrounding ocean navigation and interfering with the regular 
distribution of foreign mails. Immediately upon the restoration of normal mail 
conditions, the correspondence with foreign libraries will be carried forward, 
and there will be no difficulty in making satisfactory distribution of the total 
number of copies of each publication for which the Executive Committee has 
provided.

The Secretary bdieves that the time has come for die adoption by the 
Endowment of a definite policy regardii^ die languages in wUdi its poUica- 
tioos shall appear. With one exception all of the pabUcations which have thus 
br appeared are printed in die English language and no provisioo has been 
made for didr poblication in other languages, except the limited number of pub- 
lications which win appear in the Frendi lai^uage and are induded in die 
BMicthique IniemaiianaU du Droit des Gens. This ^)plies to publications or^- 
kaOy prqnred in foreign languages which have been translated for publication 
purposes into the En^ish language. 

Of die six works of the Division of Economics and History thus far pub- 
lished, two were or^inally written in FjiglLsh and four are translations of mann- 
scr^its written two in French and two in German. 

The Secretary's office has now in its possession a nund>er of manuscripts of 
die Division of Economics and History whidi are ready for publication, but 
have not been sent to the printer for reasons similar to those whidi have tem- 
porarily inte r f ered with die normal work ing of the contract widi die Clarendon 



Mai^ of these manuscripts were or^;inally written in one of the lan- 
guages of continental Europe, and are primarily intended for circulation in 
European countries, with whose economic and historical conditions they are 
chiefly concerned. Several works have already been published in English trans- 
lation which under normal conditions would have first ^>peaied in the lai^;uage 
in which written. An illustration is Grunzd's treatise on Economic Protec- 
tionism, the publication of which in the ordinal Frendi has been authorized by 
die Executive Committee, but has been postponed because at the present time 
its publication in French can command litde attention abroad, notwidistandii^ 
its merits. Public attention is generally concentrated upon new books imme- 
diatdy at die date of their announcement and publication; later cm the demand 
is lessened by the flood of odier books. The Grunzd volume in die or^^inal 
Frendi, carryii^ the date 1916 upon its tide page, would have lost the benefit 
of this natural law, because at present diere can be but litde demand for it in 
die co untiy of its author. 

The same situation exists in r^;ard to the com{dete series of essays on 
*Thc Attitude of the Socialists tovrards War and Peace," whidi has been pre- 
pared and completed under the supervision of Lnjo Brentano, the distinguished 
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after tiiey are prepared for shipment, another hauling to the front of the build- 
ing for ddivery to the mail collector. This primitive way of handling the dis- 
tribntion of the publications of the Endowment answered every purpose in the 
early work of the association, but at a glance it will be seen that this system will 
have to be improved to keep up with tiie rapid increase in the publication of 
books, with a corresponding increase in the work of the shipping and mailing 
depsjixnctkL 

The basements of the two buildings are cut up into small rooms that formed 
the equipment of former residences, namely, pantries, furnace rooms and coal 
bins, with two large rooms that formerly were servants' quarters. These with 
the addition of a hallway, represent the storage facilities. Of this space, a con- 
siderable part of one of the large rooms has to be kept for the receipt of incoming 
shipments. The seriousness of this situation has been increased during the year 
by the taking over by the Endowment of the publications included in the series 
of the Classics of International Law. Fully to appreciate this, it is only neces- 
sary to state that 10,489 volumes were added to the publications of the Endow- 
ment, as a result of this transfer. When the surplus stock of these books was 
received from the Carnegie Institution of Washington, it represented a delivery 
of thirty-one large shipping cases. The unused space in the upper floors of the 
Headquarters building is not available for the storage of books. The floors of 
the old houses will not stand the enormous weight of the books and of the 
shelving necessary for this purpose. 

Library Facilities 

Conditions in the Library are equally unsatisfactory. The Library has grown 
rapidly, and contains 12,000 volumes, many of them expensive. The space 
available for these books is so limited that it is necessary to crowd the shelving 
so that the alley-ways are too narrow for convenience, and there is not suflicient 
room for the accommodation of readers who are increasingly resorting to the 
library to consult authorities, some of which are not available in other libraries. 
Many students come to Washington from distant parts of the country, for the 
purpose of consulting the Endowment library, which has come to be one of the 
most important agencies for promoting the objects for which the Endowment 
was founded. An increase in accommodations for this increasing use of the 
library will so6n become imperative. Attention is also directed to the fact that 
the building in which the library is housed is not fire-proof ; on the contrary, it is 
subject to unusual risks, by reason of its age, and the network of electric and 
other wires it has been necessary to install in a structure never intended for such 
modem accessories. 

A Bureau of Information 

In the report for last year the Secretary referred to the service which the 
Endowment is performing as a general bureau of information to those interested 
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in intematioiial peace. During the preceding year the demands upon the En- 
dowment of this kind have considerably increased, e^)ccially the requests for 
information regarding questions of international law. These requests are com- 
plied with as promptly and as fully as the work of the ofiice permits, but the 
Secretary feels that he should again refer to the suggestion made last year that a 
bureau of information be established in the headquarters building, in charge of a 
competent person, who can devote his whole time to requests of this kind, so 
that it will not be necessary to interrupt the regular routine of work in the Secre- 
tary's office and in the Division of International Law in order to comply with 
them. 

A Seal for the Endowment 

The by-laws of the Endowment provide for a seal and its custody by the 
Secretary. Repeated efforts have been made to secure a design for a seal that 
would be satisfactor}' to the Executive Committee. Three well-known artists 
were first invited to submit designs, in the expectation that out of that number 
there would be one that would meet the approval of the Committee. The de- 
signs were submitted simultaneously, and they were all rejected, an honorarium 
of $100 being paid to each artist. A well-known English medalist was then 
invited to submit a design, which met with the same fate. Within the last year, 
an American sculptor was asked to attempt a seal, and again the design did not 
commend itself. Thus $500 has been expended in five unsuccessful attempts to 
secure a seal. 

The difficulty arises in the unwillingness of the Committee to approve a de- 
sign for a seal which embodies the customary and rather convnonplace sym- 
bolism of the peace idea and movement, — the dove, the olive branch, the draped 
female figure, etc. The artists invited have been informed of this feeling, but 
have not been successful in their efforts to escape from this hackneyed sym- 
bolism. In consequence the Endowment still remains without a seal. 

Autumn Meeting of the Trustees 

But one autumn meeting of the Board of Trustees has been held since 
the organization of the Endowment That was in New York, on November 13, 
1914, at which considerable business was transacted. In 1915, the Executive 
Committee, at its session on October 9, considered carefully the advisability 
of holding an autumn session of the Board. In the absence of any special busi- 
ness to be brought before the Board, it was agreed that such a meeting could 
only be devoted to a discussion of the general situation and the attitude of the 
Endowment, which had been fully discussed at the autumn meeting of 1914, 
when it was decided that it would be unwise for the Endowment to attempt to 
take any unusual action until after the end of the European war, when its 
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by six trustees, and in view of the fact that the date for the holding of an 
autumn meeting had already passed, the Executive Committee adopted a resolu- 
tion directing that a special meeting of the Board be called in Washington on 
the afternoon of Thursday, April 19, 1917, the day before the regular annual 
meeting, this special meeting to be devoted to the discussion of such subjects 
as the trustees may suggest 

As indicative of the general opinion of the trustees with reference to dis- 
cussion and action by the Board during the continuance of the European war, 
reference may be made to the speech of Mr. Choate, Vice-President of the 
Endowment, at the autumn meeting in 1914. He agreed with previous speakers 
that the least said and done at present by the Endowment would probably be 
the most timely. He did not believe that in the present situation there was 
anything which the Endowment could say or do which would better it. He 
believed that the ending of the war would be the time for civilization to speak 
and to act, and that when that time comes, the Endowment would be looked 
to for gttidance and assistance if it does not put itself on record by unwise utter- 
ttticrH or actioi\ in the meanwhile. President Root, in expressing the same view, 
iiitid that the mission of the Endowment is not to embarrass the Government and 
rxtt*|H*rttte public opinion by idle words, but to survey the field to see what the 
luuk>winc«t can do to be ready to exerdse the greatest influence at the end 
of ihc war.

In Europe 

The impossibility of carrying on constructive work in Europe has naturally 
reduced the activity of the European Bureau to a minimum. The offices and 
only such staff as is necessary to maintain them, are at 24 rue Pierre Curie, Paris. 
Under the personal direction and advice of Baron d'Estoumelles de Constant, 
Madame Puech whose husband is Secretary of the European Bureau and was 
early summoned for military service, has carried on the r^;ular routine, including 
much correspondence, interviews with callers and the collection and distribution 
of important periodicals, pamphlets and books. A large number of appeals for 
financial assistance have been received at the European Bureau from individuals 
and from societies who were sufferers because of the war. While it was neither 
possible nor allowable to divert the funds of the Endowment to such purposes, 
Madame Puech and her associates have been able to be of great assistance to 
many such applicants by directing them to organizations that could give them aid. 
Much assistance has been also rendered through correspondence with members 
of the Advisory Council and others in finding the whereabouts of prisoners of 
war in order to relieve the anxiety of their families and friends and to enable 
personal gifts to be sent to them. 

Only two subventions in aid of societies were granted during the year. These 
were a subventicm of 4,000 francs in partial support of the Frederic Passy Library 
and a subvention of 2,072.60 francs to the Comite France Amerique. 

The Frederic Passy Library, founded with the aid of the Endowment in 
1914 as a memorial to the distinguished Frenchman whose name it bears, is 
situated in the university quarter of Paris not far from the c^ce of the Euro- 
pean Bureau. An increasing number of readers and students make use of this 
valuable collection of works on international subjects. Professors of the Faculty 
of Law and of the School of Political Science send their students to this library 
where not a few of them have found the material with which to pursue their 
advanced studies. Among those using the library are many foreigners, particu- 
larly South Americans. 

The Comite Frai^i^ Amerique, under the presidency of M. Gabriel Hanotaux, 
has rendered notable service by the collection and distribution of money and 
other articles to civil and military sufferers from the war. 

The finandal report of the European Bureau, verified by the auditor M. 
Theodor Ruyssen, shows the following expenditures for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1916 :

American Provision for Relief of War Sufferers 

In the Year Book of the Endowment for 1916 (p. 72), there was printed a 
partial list of funds raised in America for relief of sufferers from the war. This 
list has been largely increased during the past year both by an increase in the 
number of societies and by an increase in the total amount of the funds raised 
for relief. It should be borne in mind that the list is not complete and that the 
total sum reported undoubtedly falls far short of the actual American contribu- 
tions despite the fact that every effort has been made to secure information that 
is at once complete and accurate. Large amounts of money have undoubtedly 
been sent from America directly to committees and organizations in Europe, and 
these sums would, of course, not appear in the records of the American Societies 
and Committees.

Re fort of Mr. Hirst: I have been collecting information of all kinds from the very 
beginnmg of the war. At first I had the assistance of Mr. Leonard Reid, who however un- 
fortunately fell ill. On January 1, 1915, Mr. E. T. Brown joined and has since read sys- 
tematically a large number of newspapers following my plan of arranging the extracts in 
chronological order. My own extracts are, as a rule, cut out and pasted by Miss Rhodes. 
Mr. Harold King is also helping the newspaper collection. ♦ ♦ ♦ 

I am in hearty agreement with the Committee as to the desirability of a resident in 
each country conveying his impressions. He should, I suggest, be 

(1) an independent onlooker (2) with a competent knowledge, if possible, of 
economics as well as of finance. 
In some cases it might be well to have two sets of impressions, or even more, e, g., 
l.by a Professor of Economics 
2. by a Business man. 
Personally I should like to see: 

1. A chronological history of the war compiled for each important country. These 

would be printed separately, and later condensed and amalgamated. 

2. A series of monographs or impressions, e, g,, by a Dutch expert like Mr. E. 

Heldring; by American experts concerned in Belgium relief, etc, by British 
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banker and shipper, a Swiss gambist, a French farmer, a Liverpool grain mer- 
chant, a Norwegian shipowner, etc. 

Report from Mr. Brown: During 1915 I read each day the following papers: The 
Times, Morning Post, Daily Chronicle, Daily News, Manchester Guardian, Yorkshire Post, 
Birmingham Post, South Wales Daily Nezvs, Glasgow Herald, Dundee Advertiser, Aberdeen 
Free Press, Irish Times, Belfast News Letter, and other papers are frequently recommended 
for special articles or items of news bearing on the subject. » ♦ ♦ The cuttings are all 
arranged in chronological order, and up to the present I have filled sixty-four scrap-books 
of thirty-six pages each. Each cutting is dated and its source indicated.

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of international law in the various countries which he visited are very interesting 
and were of great value to the Director in connection with the session of the 
American Institute of International Law which was held in Habana in the last 
wedc of January, 1917. 

Professor de Lapraddle will publish a report of his visit to Latin America, 
which will be printed and circulated. 

Bibliothique Internationale du Droit des Gens 

The Director is unable to report as much progress upon the publication of 
the volumes included in this series as he would like.^ Early in the present year 
Professor de Lapradelle, the Director of the Bibliotheque, was sent to South 
America by the Endowment in the interest of the work of the Division of Inter- 
course and Education and the Division of International Law, and he has there- 
fore been unable to devote as much time to his duties as Director of the Biblio- 
theque as would otherwise have been the case. 

The following is a statement of the present status of each publication which 
has been authorized up to the present time to be included in the series: 

Lawrence: The Principles of International Law. The translation of this 
work is still in press, the delay being due to the postponement of the correction 
of the proofs because of Professor de Lapradelle's visit to South America. 

Ldszt: Lehrbuch des Volkerrechts. 7 he appearance of this work frocn 
the press has been delayed for the same reason given above. 

Scott: The Hague Peace Conferences of i8gg and 1907. The translation 
of these volumes has now been completed and they will be sent to press within 
a short time. 

Westlake: International Law. The translation of this work is still in 
course of preparation. 

Kleen: Krigets Lagar. The translation of this work has been completed 
and it will shortly be sent to press. 

de Louter: Het Stclhg Volkenrecht. The editing of the translation oi 
this work has been delayed on account of the South American trip of Professor 
de Lapradelle. 

Triepel: Volkerrecht und Landcsrechi, The negotiations with Mr. Pe- 
done of Paris for including his French edition of this work in the series issued 
by the Endowment were interrupted by the trip of Professor de Lapradelle to 
South America and have not since been resumed. It is expected to resume them 
at an early date.

enunent There is reason to believe that a ocdlection of what might be called 
the Classic Projects of International Organization, witfi the tenn 'Xlassic" in a 
large and generous rather than in a restricted sense, would enable not only the 
curious to inform themsdves, but the believers in jntrmafional organization to 
profit by past difiiculties in formulating their own plans. It would enable 
teachers of pcriitical science and of international relations to consider diese mat- 
ters in the classroom, as well as upon the platform, to the instruction of dietr 
students and to the edification of the public. 

There can be no doubt that as a consequence of the war of 1914, there 
win be a closer cooperation of the nations, and there may be attempts at some 
form of union. The plans of the past will therefore have a present interest and 
value, and the service to the public would justify the labor and expense involved 
in the collection and publication of the projects. 

As giving an idea of the nature and scope of the proposed undertaking, it 
may be stated that such a collection should include the material portions of 
Dante's De Monarchia; of Pierre Dubois' De RecuperaHone de Terrae Sanctae; 
Podebrad's scheme, aptly named such; Cruce's project; Grotius' suggestions; 
Sully's Christian Republic, foisted upon Henry IV, and generally known by his

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The Revue has maintained its high standard in the quality of its contributed 
articles. Among the subjects we find the affairs of the Lusitania, Arabic, An- 
cona and Persia discussed by M. J. Perrinjaquet, the Portuguese requisition of 
German ships by Professor Basdevant, the Greek prize courts by S. P. Sefe- 
riades, the status in France of enemy nationals by Professor Valery, and aerial 
warfare by Professor RoUand, of Nancy. Mr. Fauchille is to be congrattdated 
on maintaining his Revue as he has done amid the difficulties that surround such 
enterprises at the present time in the belligerent countries. The Revue has not 
interrupted its regular publication since the commencement of the European 
War. The Director accordingly recommends the continuance of the usual sub- 
vention of $1,500 and also a renewal for 1917 of the exceptional supplementary 
subvention to enable the Revue to print supplementary folios of documents bear- 
ing upon the European War. 

REVISTA AMERICANA D£ DERECHO INTERNACIONAL 

During the year which has just closed the Spanish edition of the American 
Journal of International Law, which, as indicated in previous reports, is financed 
by the Endowment, has been regularly issued each quarter, and the Proceed- 
ings of the annual meeting have also been translated and distributed. There 
was a substantial increase in the regular circulation of the Revista during the 
year 1916. Fifty-seven new subscribers and four additional exchanges were 
added to the list. The regular circulation of the Revista is now 303, a net gain 
of twenty-three over last year. 

Reference was made in the report for last year^ to the Spanish edition 
of the Special Supplement to the American Journal of International Law for 
July, 1915, containing the diplomatic correspondence of the United States with 
belligerent governments relating to neutral rights and duties, and to the value 
of the distribution of these documents in Spanish. A second number of this 
series was issued by the Journal as a Special Supplement in October, 1916, and 
the Director is happy to report that authority has been granted by the Executive 
Committee for translating this second number into Spanish and distributing it 
to the readers of the Revista. The volume contains some 500 pages and is now 
in course of translation. Its contents have been previously described in this 
report 

It is planned to make a systematic effort during the present year to place 
the Revista in the hands of every member of each of the national societies of 
international law affiliated with the American Institute of International Law. 
As indicated in the report for last year, special inducements have been offered 
to such members to become subscribers to the Revista.

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ENGLISH SUMMAXIES OF THE JAPANESE REVIEW OP INTERNATIONAL LAW 

These summaries have been regularly made during the past year and prep- 
ress has been made in the arrangements heretofore recommended and approved* 
for printing selections from these smnmaries in pamphlet form and distributing 
them to interested persons in the United States. The first issue of the series 
is now in press, and additional numbers will be issued at irr^[ular intervals, de- 
pending upon the amount of available material which the Director feels may 
profitably be issued. 

IfiscellaneouB Work 

It seems to the Director entirely appropriate to say in conclusion of this re- 
port that there are many activities of the Division which do not appear in any 
public manner. Inquiries on different qitestions involving international law are 
of frequent occurrence, and particular subjects have required much time and 
labor of the Division. Among these it might be stated are researches respecting 
boundary disputes with other nations ; a study of the subject of the militia of the 
United States, and of the laws of the United States respecting the miUtia, the 
army and navy; the diplomatic service of the United States; historical attitude 
of the United States towards blockade; the proposed international prize court 
and the Declaration of London ; memoranda respecting indemnification for losses 
sustained by the United States during the Mexican insurrection of 1911 ; memo- 
randtun on embargo as understood in international law; answers to queries re- 
specting the provisi(His of the Hague G>nvention and the proceedings of the 
Hague Conferences on such ^subjects as neutrality, submarine mines, etc. It 
should be said that this list is entirely inadequate to give a fair idea of the 
various subjects which have received and increasingly will receive the attention 
of the Division.

Resolved, That the Conference recommends the establishment and encourage- 
ment in collegiate institutions of specialized courses in preparation for the diplomatic 
and consular services. 

It is the opinion of the Standing Committee that courses in international law and 
rliplomacy should be of such comprehensive character as to prepare the student broadly 
for any form of service to which he may be called. The total number of vacancies in the 
diplomatic, consular or insular service in ony one year would hardly seem to justify ex- 
tended specialization on such branches. The sounder educational policy would seem to 
be to request the Department of the Government having such examinations in charge to 
make die examinations for admission to the service general though thorough in character, 
and to require subsequent special preparation according to the post to which a candidate 
having an adequate general preparation is to be assigned. The service would thus obtain 
a larger number of candidates ffom which to choose, the essential breadth of preparation 
would be secured, the development of special fitting schools would be discouraged and a 
reasonable equality of opportunity would be extended to candidates from all parts of tho 
country, as would be desirable under the American system of government 

Resolution No. 15. 

Resolved, That the Conference recommends that the study of international law 
be required in specialized courses in preparation for business. 

The general principles involved in the Standing Committee's conclusions upon Reso- 
lution No. 14 apply to Resolution No. 15. Considering the interests of business, the broad 
preparation is essential; and accordingly courses of such nature in international law and 
diplomacy should be included in adequate business training.

Special Resolution, 

Finally, the Institute unanimously adopted the following special resolution: Whereas 
it is advisable that the annual meetings of the Institute shall be held in different cities of 
America, according to the order in which these cities may extend their invitations, as in 
this way, by direct contact with the reality of things and with Ae Societies of those 
conntries, the ideas and interests of the American Continent can best be interpreted and 
defined. 

Accepting with great pleasure to the cordial invitation of the Government of the 
Oriental Republic of Uruguay, the Institute resolves to hold its next meeting in the city 
of Montevideo during the year 1918, at such time as shall be agreed upon with the Govern- 
ment and the Uruguayan Society of International Law.

My Dear Mr. Secretary : 

It is my very pleasant duty to inform you that at a special meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of the Carnegie Endowment for International Peace held at 
the headquarters of the Endowment in Washington on April 19, 1917, the fol- 
lowing resolution ¥ras unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the Endowment offer to the Government of the United 
States the services of the Division of International Law, its personnel and 
equipment, for dealing with the pressure of international business incident to 
the war. 

The Division of International Law of the Endowment has been engaged 
since its organization in researches and the preparation of material bearing upon 
the history and development of international law and, since the outbreak of the 
European war, upon many questions arising out of the war. It has available a 
large amount of information and a corps of trained officers and employees, all 
of which, by the above resolution, are placed at the disposal of the Government. 
The resolution also includes the equipment of the Division of International Law, 
which is located in the headquarters buildings at Numbers 2 and 4 Jackson Place. 
The resolution, therefore, is to be considered as placing this Division of the 
Endowment at the disposal of the Government as a unit. 

Of course, a general offer to the Government should be interpreted as an 
offer to the particular department of the Government to which the Division of 
International Law may be of more appropriate service, and, since the nature of 
the work of the Division is in line with, and many of its officers and employees 
are former officers and employees of the Department of State, I feel that the 
services and equipment of the Division should be offered to that Department, 
which offer I hereby convey as the representative of the Endowment in carrying 
out the above resolution of the Board of Trustees. 

Should this offer prove acceptable to you, the Division, its equipment and 
personnel, is at the disposal of the Department of State, for such services as it 
may be called upon to perform, and, as Director of the Division of International 
Law, I should be pleased to discuss with you at your convenience any arrange- 
ments which you might care to make, in order to render this offer effective.

This series will include the leading works on International Law, the republication of 
which has been undertaken principally on account of the difficulty of procuring the texts in 
convenient form for scientific study. The text of each author is reproduced photograph- 
ically, so as to lay the source before the reader without the mistakes which creep into a 
newly pr'nted text An Introduction is prefixed to each work, giving the necessary bio- 
graphical details concerning its author and stating die importance of the text and its place 
in International Law; tables of errata in the original are added when necessary, and notes 
to clear up doubts and ambiguities or to correct mistakes in the text are supplied. Each 
work is accompanied by an English version made expressly for the series by a>competent 
translator. James Brown Scott, Director of the Division of International Law, is the 
General Editor of the Qassics.
